Wide Tour. 


Sayre, June 23—Cheered on its 


way by a huge and 
enthusiastic 


crowd, the Woman's Liberty Bell 
started from here this morning on its 
State-wide tour. 
A long string of 


gaily-decorated 
automobiles, filled 


with officers of the State Suffrage As- 
sociation and leaders from all the 
neighboring counties trailed after the 
big motor-truck bearing the bell, giv- 
ing the people of this county a pictur- 
esque demonstration of the enthusi- 
asm which is to mark the suffrage 
campaign in this State from now on 


Although the ceremonies accom- 


panying the start of the bell tour fill- 
ed less than an hour, they attracted 
one of the biggest crowds ever as- 
sembled here. 
In addition to the 


scores of suffragists who arrived from 
all parts of the State, every man, wo- 
man and child in town who could get 
away from home, office or shop du- 
ties hustled over to Howard Elmer 
Park to see the official presentation 
of the bell to the State suffragists by 
its donor, Mrs. Katharine Wentworth 
Rusehenberger of Stratford, and the 
start of the bell party on their 5,000 
mile tour of the State. 


The presentation ceremonies were 


both 
simple 
and 
effective. 
Mrs. 


Rusehenberger made a brief speech 
in which she stated that the mission 
of the Woman's Liberty Bell was to 
"Establish Justice" for the women of 
the State by helping them to secure 
the 
same 
political 
independence 


which the old Liberty Bell proclaim- 
ed for the men. In her speech of ac- 
ceptance for the State suffragists, 
Mrs. Frank M. Roessing, president of 
the Pennsylvania Woman ^Suffrage 
Association, explained the symbolism 
of the chains on the bell clapper, 
which are not to be removed until 
the day that the women of Pennsyl- 
vania are granted the right to vote.. 


"In its way," she said, "this sym- 


bol, chained and mute, typifies the 
appeal which the women of Pennsyl- 
vania are making to their men. We 
do not ask privilege, but equality. 
The same passionate desire that 
stirred in men's hearts a century ago 
is throbbing in our breasts today and 
for the same reasons. 
We, too, 


would be free to develop the finest 
race under the best conditions and 
for the greatest good to all."

An Awning-Striped Blouse with the 


New Quaker Collar and a Trans- 
parent Waist with Jabot Frill 
Already the jabot frill, which orig- 


inated in Paris, is finding favor here. 
One of the blouses above, made of 
white Swiss in true French fashion, 
shows this feature. 
It also has the 


famous two-in-one collar, which can 
be worn high or turned low, and the 
raglan sleeve, which has come to be 
regarded as a staple. It is rumored 
from the other side that drop-shoul- 
ders are the next step in blouses; in 
view, however, of the popularity of 
the regulation sleeve, it will take 
considerable time to bring about the 
change.

From this time to 
his death, a period of twelve years, he 
remained the greater part of the time 
in Rome. Though most famous as a 
painter, he was sufficiently great in 
architecture also to be appointed at 
the age of thirty to succeed Bramante 
as the architect of the new St Peter's. 
But his greatest commission remained 
still, that of decorating the walls of 
the Vatican. The remaining years of 
his life were crowded with an amaz- 
ing amount of work—numbers of large 
and smaller paintings and numerous 
frescoes.—Woman's Home Companion.

WIDE TIRES IMPROVE ROADS 


Mechanical Expert of Kansas College 


Gives Farmers Advice Baseo on 


Practical Experience. 


"Wide-tired wagons pull more easily 


than narrow-tired ones 90 per cent of 
the times when they are used," says 
F. A. Wirt, instructor in farm me- 
chanics in the Kansas state agricul- 
tural college. Professor Wirt has just 
completed experiments with wide and 
with narrow-tired wagons. . 


Narrow tires pull harder than wide 


tires, says Professor Wirt, because the 
narrow tire cuts deeper into the top 
soil. The wide tire does not cut so 
deep and makes a. better track on roads 
which are trsjfeled while the ground is 
soft. The wide tire packs the sur- 
face into a. firm roadbed. 


The experiments show that in corn- 


fields, plowed fields, field lanes,- and 
on pasture and on alfalfa land, the 
draft of the wide tire is considerably 
less no matter what the condition oi 
the soil. 


In places where, the mud is deep 


and rolls up on the wheels, in ruts 
made by narrow wheels, or in a sur- 
face of mud with a_hard ground be- 
neath, the narrow tire will pull more 
easily. 
The narrow wheel fits the 


rut, 
on the hard bottom of which i1 


runs, and it collects less mud thai, 
the wide tire. 


Width of tire and height of wheel 


have a great effect upon the draft 
The usual width of the narrow tir-i 
is one and three-fourths inches, while 
the wide tire is usually three or four 
inches wide. The tires used in the 
tests were one and three-fourths and 
four inches wide respectively. 
Six- 


inch wheels are used only on low 
trucks. 
One type of wheel rarely 


found is the low wheel w'ith narrow 
tire. The draft with this is so. great 
that a team can hardly pull a load 
in soft field surfaces. 


A farmer, who can afford only one 


wagon will find many factors enter- 
ing into his selection. If he has to 
go on the roads in all kinds of weath- 
er, he will find the narrow tires bet- 
ter because they will collect less mud 
when the roads are bad. On the oth- 
r hand, if he goes only when the 
roads are good, or uses the wagon in 
the fields a great deal, he will find the

wide tire will be preferred because 
of the lighter draft and less damage 
to the fields. 


One of the main points in favor of 


the wide tires is that their use great- 
y improves the roadbed, as they will 
pack the top soil making the roadbed 
firm and thus enabling it to drain 
well in time of rain. The wide tire 
will not cut up the meadow or field 
as does the narrow tire. 
This ia 


also important, as a smooth surface 
in the meadow is much easier to mow 
over. 


BAD ROADS CAUSE ACCIDENTS 


Claims Made on Insurance Company 


for Four Deaths From Mishaps 


Due to Faulty Highways. 


Do we need good roads? The report 


of a Chicago traveling man's insur- 
ance organization covers the payment 
of ten death claims for the first 50 
days of the year, and of these four 
were deaths resulting from motor-cat 
accidents due to bad roads. 


It is singular that these four deaths 


occurred one each in the lour north- 
western states of ^Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas and Montana; 


In each case the traveling men's or- 


ganization paid $5,000. 


This furnishes a striking example 


of the financial and economic losa 
charged up directly to bad roads.

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DUCKS REQUIRE DRY HOUSES 


Old and Young Fowls Should Have 


Comfortable Place to Sleep In— 


Dampness Is Disease Breeder. 


Ducks, both old and young, should 


have a dry comfortable place to stay 
In at night. If forced to sit on the 
damp ground they are liable to take 
cramps and cold in the head. 
The 


latter is almost certain to turn to 
croup. 


Provide suitable houses if you wish 


to be successful. The houses need not 
be very expensive but they should be 
substantial so that they may be used 
for the same purpose several years In 
succession. 
- There is usually some shed or build- 
ing that can be converted into a duck 
house at small expense. Where only 
a small flock is kept this plan Is ad- 
visable. 


If the roof is good the rest is easy. 


If the weatherboarding is not 
suffi- 


ciently close to keep out drafts in 
cold weather, cover the outside with 
tarred paper or strip with lath. 


A board floor is better than an earth 


floor because the ducks will often stir 
up the ground in a very disagreeable 
manner where there is the least sign 
of moisture. 


In cold weather ducks should be 


kept in the house because their feet 
are so tender that when they come in 
contact with the cold ground they 
suffer greatly and hobble along as 
though their backs were broken. How- 
ever, they should not be kept housed 
more than is really necessary. 


FEED CHICKENS SOUR MILK 


Liberal Supply Mixed With Corn Will 


Keep Fowls in Healthy and 


* 
Growing .Condition. 


(By A. C. SMITH, Minnesota Experiment 
Station.) 


Sour milk is utilized in one of the 


best possible ways by feeding it to 
chickens. Those who think that they 
get greater returns by feeding it to 
hogs should remember that the flesh 
of chickens brings at least twice as 
much on the market as that of hogs 


Milk and corn are both liked by 


chickens, and a proper mixture of the 
two makes one of the best and most 
appetizing rations for the season when 
the days are warm and the nighti 
cool. For the best results the corn 
should be cracked and soaked severa 
hours in either sweet or sour skimmec 
milk or in buttermilk. The corn may 
be put in pails in the morning am 
the millc poured on until the top o 
the "corn is submerged two or three 
inches. When this has been absorbec 
more should be added at intervals 
during the day and the mixture wil! 
be excellent for feeding by night. 


A liberal supply of this ration wil 


keep the chickens growing rapidly anc 
Insure their being constantly plump 
and in excellent condition for the 
market. 
Try it once and the fowls 


will tell you whether they like it. Try 
it two weeks or a month and they 
will show you whether it is a gooc 
and economical feed.
